duct of the dairy. The principal result of 
the meeting was the formation of a perma- 
nent organization under the name of ‘The 
Dairymen’s Protective Association,” the 
object of which association is declared to 


the subject, through the election of Con- 
gressmen in the different States pledged 
thereto.” Joseph H. Reall of New York 
city was chosen President, and Forrest K. 
Moreland of Ogdensburg, N. Y., Secretary 
of the association, with a long list of Vice 
Presidents, among which the Hon. N. T. 
Sprague, of Brandon, Vt., is the only New 
England representative. A resolution was 
passed requesting the dairymen, farmers 
and manufacturers of butter and cheese 
throughout the United States to form town 
and county organizations to co-operate 
with the association and report to its Sec- 
retary, and that these proceedings be pub- 
lished in the agricultural press for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing this, and it was also 
resolved that a national convention be held 
during the coming fall and winter at such 
time and place as may be selected by the 
President and Secretary, to which all inter- 
ested in the manufacture, production and 
sale of dairy produce should be invited. It 
was also resolved that the officers of the 
organization prepare and issue an address 
to the dairymen of the country on the 
issues involved. After the transaction of 
other business the association adjourned 
with the request that all interested in the 
object of the association, whether dairy- 
men, manufacturers or dealers, put them- 
selves in communication with the Secretary 
as above. 


Showing. 

There is no one thing about our fairs of 
the present day that is more striking than 
the advancement that has been made in 
recent years in the art of displaying the 
goods or articles which go to make up an 
exhibition. Years ago the article itself, 
whatever it might be, was the object and 
the only object that was sought to be pre- 
sented to the observer. If a collection was 
shown it was simply a collection of indi- 
vidual objects presented one by one, and 
each by itself alone. Hence our cattle 
shows and fairs showed little of method 
and system, and still less of order and good 
taste even in the nicer departments. 

Now all is changed. The great world’s 
fairs which have from time to time been 
held have been educators in the art of show- 
ing. These trained hands and a cultivated 
taste were drawn upon to arrange 
display and group exhibits into combina- 
tions which should be pleasing and attrac- 
tive as a whole, and thereby embellish each 
part of which it is made up. This has 
been studied till it has become one of the 
fine arts—a painting with objects, a group- 
ing of materials into attractive pictures. 
Otherwise coarse articles are made up into 
attractive shows; simple objects, in them- 
selves of little interest, are brought into 
combinations which chain the attention and 
leave a lasting impression. 

The fine art of showing is now intro- 
duced to a greater or less extent all through 
our State and county fairs. Indeed to 
such an extent has this been cultivated, 
and such are the demands of good taste in 
this direction, that it is useless for an indi- 
vidual to expect to attract attention to his 
exhibit unless the imagination has been 
drawn upon to make an attractive picture. 
If the exhibit is only a single one, how- 
ever much of merit it may possess, it must 
be set in proper surroundings to be appre- 
ciated. This cultivated taste has driven

Second Annual Report of the Massachus- 
etts Experiment Station for 1884. It is a 
pamphlet of 166 pages, and is a record of 
the work of the station for the year. The 
experimental work has been a series of 
feeding experiments with corn ensilage 
and with gluten meal, and a series of feed- 
ing experiments with pigs. There have 
also been field experiments with fodder 
corn and with potatoes, and experiments 
on the influence of fertilizers on the quantity 
and quality of fodder crops, and experi- 
ments on the adaptation of some reputed

The Potato Crop. 

Our crop report of two weeks ago gave 
no positive assurance of the promise of the 
crop of potatoes the present season. Since 
that date digging has commenced in un- 
merous instances, and the yield proves not 
to be up to apparent promises. Whi gen- 
erally there was a fair and an even growth 
of top, yet the crop of potatoes is com- 
paratively light. This condition is more 
apparent on wet lands, yet in a measure is 
common to all fields. The quality, how- 
ever, is good. 

There is not at the present time any ap- 
pearance of rot, the prevailing cool weath- 
er being a measure of protection from this 
malady. If not already done, farmers will 
do well to harvest the crop at once and 
store it in a cool cellar. It is well, toe, to 
protect them from the light and the air, in 
order to preserve their quality.

: “This can 
easily be done, and this method has the 
advantage of allo the farmer to select 
the ts that be buys and suit 
them to his especial needs, rather than buy 
three ingredients mixed together in what- 
ever proportions the manufacturer sees fit 
to compound them.” 

The suggestions of this sentence are 
altogether unscientific, and therefore simply 
calculated to mish it cannot be accepted 
asatrue statement that a farmer witha 
shovel can control these powerful chemical 
agents. A careful inspection of the work | 
in a fertilizer factory would show the dull- 
est observer that the process of mixing 
the component parts of the product is an 
operation involving and requiring the re- 
sults of the nicest skill and the agency of 
powerful machinery. Again, the law of 
chemical combination is such that the ele- 
ments only combine in fixed quantities 
under proper conditions. The aver 
farmer has not the knowledge, or the 
opportunity to invoke and carry on these 
reactions. The inference from this sen- 
tence, especially the closing phrase is that 
the “manufacturers” are only practising a 
degree of exortion in undertaking to sell a 
compound article. 

It is by reason of such wild talk and 
penn = hy so many of our farming com- 
m have become the prey of travelling 
imposters and cheats who sell recipes to 
make a fertilizer. Farmers read and hear 
that fraud is practised in making fertilizers, 
about four-fifths of the average bulk is 
worthless matter, the raw material is cheap 
and the barn floor and shovel are all that is 
required to make first class mixed goods. 

Lhe attempt is made in this report to set 
up a distinction between two values of fer- 
tilizers. This same attempt bas been made 
in similar writings before, but it only leads 
to confusion. Fertilizers, like everything 
else, have value which is “‘worth as estima- 
ted by some rate or standard.” 

The phrase “agricultural value” is mean- 
ingless. All that a farmer uses ur produces 
has value under the great laws of trade and 
of supply and demand. What is the agri- 
cultural value of a pair of boots? Of a 
harness, or a horse? What is the agriculcur- 
al value of a mowing machine or a cheese 
factory? ‘These questions have all the 
the force of the same as applied to fertili- 
zers. A thing is worth the price asked by 
reputable dealers, in open market, and 
that price, as suggested above, is governed 
by supply and demand. 

This report under consideration is made 
to cover the time of three months’ work, 
and when we turn to the tables of analyses 
we find that all this time has been spent 
over the standard fertilizers. No intelli- 
gent person whose mind is divested of the 
prejudice raised by the suggestion of fraud 
and extortion, has any doubt about the 
quality of these goods, or the results to be 
looked for from use. 

So far as meeting any need of any class 
in the community the time of the station 
could have been as profitably spent in the 
analysis of the Penobscot river water 
which flows by the laboratory, or similar 
work upon the, beams of sunlight ; or waves 
of the atmosphere, which play upon and 
float around that part of the town of 
Orono. 

The taxpayers who pay for the support 
of the station need to have presented to 
them something more than boyish crude- 
ness of idea, or the demonstration of a 
self evident fact.

Bee Exepers’ Convention. 


The Western Maine Bee Keepers’ Associ- 
ation held their semi-annual meeting at the 
residence of Mr. W. W. Dunham, North 
Paris, Sept. Ist and 2d. There was a large 
and enthusiastic number of gentlemen en- 
gaged in bee culture present, and encourag- 
ing reports of a successful season were ex- 
changed with the pleasant greetings and 
hearty expressions of good will and fellow- 
ship. After partaking of a bountiful din- 
ner, provided by mine host, the meeting 
was called to order by Presicent Dunham, 
roll was called, report of sccretary read 
and approved, after which questions in 
practical apiculture were taken up and dis- 
cussed. The tirsi—When to prepare colo- 
nies for winter, called forth ap animated 
discussion. We give the most important 
points : 

Mr. Fuller—if running for extracted 
honey and removing all the honey, would 
feed now so as not to disturb the bees after 
the nights become cool. I belive in syrup 
for winter feed. Should not feed late 
enough to cause unnaturally late breeding, 
so as to have any bees go into winter quar- 
ters without flying. 

Mr. Crawford—if feeding is necessary, 
it should be done in latter part of Septem- 
ber, or as soon as frost cuts off fall flowers. 

Mr. Wm. Swett—Have fed asmall colony 
all winter, causing them to breed and come 
out strong in the spring. Wintered them 
in shed packed six inches in chaff. 

Mr. Goff—Believe in feeding early, and 
would keep colonies raising brood as late 


. Danham—The question is in my 
mind intended to include looking over, fur- 
nishing required number of combs, requl- 
site amount of stores, etc., locations differ.

Mr. Mason—Several have pledged them- 
selves to exhibit. Last. year had a com- 
mittee to confer with managers of State 
Fair, but as we could not promire exhibits, 
did not get an increase on premium list. 
We must promise to exhibit and turn out 
with our products, in order ‘to increase an 
interest, advertise our business and benefit 
both ourselves and the State. 

Mr. Welcome—I think ita pity that a 
pursult like bee keeping should go uarep- 
resented. It has greatly neglected at 
our Fairs, and it is incumbent upon us to 
awaken an interest. We shou!d manifest 
the same enthusiasm as is shown in other 
departments in agriculture. 

Quite a number expressed a determina- 
tion to make an exhibit, and nearly all 
present expressed their faith in exhibitions 
of this kind. 

The question, how many bees is it best 
to use wo put a colony into winter quarters? 
was next discussed. 

Mr. Mason—A colony might be too large. 
We usually do not have so good success 
with an unusually large colony. In such 
cases would divide or else take some of the 
surplus bees to build up small colonies. 

Mr. Goff believed in breeding late, so as 
to have young bees to winter. Believed in 
getting rid of old bees as much as possible. 

Mr. Mason—The question is whether an 
overcrowded colony will do better than a 
medium six or seven frame colony. I do 
not wish to be misunderstood as advocat- 
ing small swarms, but good fair colonies, 
instead of overcrowded. 

Mr. Crawford—It is important to know 
we have a young prolific queen to get 
young bees to winter. 

The diecussion seemed to prove that in 
most instances, a very large colony would 
not as a rule come out larger or stronger in 
spring than one of fair or medium size. 

The question, how much should a colony 
be fed to properly stimulate breeding in 
spring? was then discussed. 

Mr. Dunbam—A colony ht to be fed 
liberally. We miss it by feed too little. 
It is said an ounce a day is as good as 
more. 

Mr. Mason—If stores are plenty in hive, 
would feed morning and evening, one 
ounce to keep queen laying. lt would not 
be advisable tv feed in morning if any 
honey was coming in. 

The Chair then appointed Messrs. Fuller, 
Crawford and Pearson a committee to ex- 
amine and report upon exhibits, also com- 
mittee on resvlutions. 

Adjourned to 9 A. M., Wednesday. 

Wednesday forenoon—The first in order 
was an essay by Mr. L. F. Abbott, of Lew- 
iston Journal, on **Marketing Honey,” read 
by tue president. This essay called outa 
lively discussion regarding the size of pack- 
ages, of extracted honey especially, all 
bands rel their experience in selling 
various siz kag It 
che prevail. ‘idea that honey should be 

ut in such shape that it could be retailed 
‘or even change, many expressing their be- 
lief that a twenty-five cent package was 
one best calculated to sell upor an open 
market. Nearly all who have used fruit 
jars find it difficult to sell and get pay for 
the jars. 

Mr. Dunham believed in exact pound 
packages not counting weight or value of 
glass or box enclosing same, and charge 
for the boxing, glassing. etc., extra. 
Would weigh each package of comb honey 
and mark it accordingly. 

Mr. Mason—That might do to retall to 
home customers, but the case would be dif- 
ferent in the market. In answer to a ques- 
tion ot how much honey should a om 
have to winter safely, Mr. Masgn replied, 
20 Ibs. sealed stores at least. 

Question—How shall we estimate amount 
of scores in hive at commencement of win- 
ter? 

Mr. Dunham—A full frame weighs about 
eight lbs. Taking that as a basis, use judg- 
ment on the amount in hive, and feed addi- 
tional syrup, enough to make sure of plenty 
of stores. 

Question—Is it advisable to remove from 
the hive those frames containing pollen 
(such as are nearly full) om putting into 
winter quarters? ! 

Mr. Mason—Remove all ‘hat are full or! 
nearly so, and return them in spring. If 
short of stores a colony might use too/ 
much pollen. Would consider it safe to re- 
move such combs. Have found combs par- 
tially filled with pollen, having honey 
stored over pollen and sealed. Would not 
consider this good winter feed. 

Mr. Welcome—Had never had any bad 
effects from pollen in hives, neither 
had Mr. Dunham. 

The habits of the colony during winter 
were discussed here at some length, nearly 
all giving more or less experience in win- 
ter work. Limited space forbids a more 
extended account of the discussions en- 
gaged in. Many of the pleasantest discus- 
sions, and some of the most interesting 
points were evolved during the times he- 
tween sessions, during visits to the exten- 
sive apiary of Mr. Dunham. These conver- 
sations were very beneficial in the inter- 
change of little personal experiences in 
handling, dividing, etc. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
reports of committees, approval of bills, 
reveiving several new members and the 
transaction of usual routine business. 

The tollowing resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted: *-Resolved, that the thanks of 
this association are due to Brother Dunbaw 
and family for their generous hospitality,

-” Your advice to orchardists to re- 
graft with winter varieties is a timely one. 
My Baldwins, Hubberstons and Black Ox- 
fords, and the other hard winter varieties 
are but slightly affected. The Black Ox- 
ford entirely escapes. The worm is not 
larger than a mustard seed, sharp pointed 
at one end and blunt at the other, and al- 
most transparent im color. When the ap- 
ple is unripe their depredations are known 
by the fruit being dry and woody; when 
ripe, the path of the worm may be traced 
by fine yellow lines, resembling an apple 
which had been perforated with a pin seve- 
ral days previous. The only use I make of 
such fruit is to feed it to swine. 

Frost has done no injury in this vicinity 
as yet, though the thermometer was duwp 
to 40° Sept. 3, which gave a light frost on 
our plains. 

I notice that your two reports in regard 
to the hay crop in this town are different.

_ Poultry Department. 


That new and valuable breeds of fowl 
have been produced, there is no doubt. 
The long list of varieties which now breed 
true to name, and have become household 
words, were once new breeds. Within the 
past fifteen years the Plymouth Rocks have 
come to the front. We well remember their 
appearance at thattime. They would breed 
feathered legs, sprig combs and feathers of 
almost every hue, while for size they were 
but little better than the Leghorns of to- 
day. Year by year, under intelligent mat- 
breeding, they improved, their 
peculiar characteristics became fixed, until 
to-day we expect them to breed as large a 
per cent. of choice birds as any other va- 
riety of mixed or parti-colors. It is much 
more difficult to keep up the standard with 
parti-colored birds, and for that reason 
many select the pure white or black, but 
with each of these there are other fancy 
points whi. h render the successful breeding 
extremely difficult. The Wyandottes just 
now claim pubdiic attention, and because 
they are of American origin, possess sub- 
stantial qualities. When the time comes 
that they can be bred with any degree of 
uniformity, their real worth will be recog- 
nized. Combining, as th@y do, so recently, 
the blood of several of the older varieties, 
they do not yet breed true to standard re- 
quirements, and their real merits are often 
lust sight of because of the variety of shades 
in the chicks. We want to caution those 
who have attempted this breed, not to dis- 
card them because of this want of uniform- 
ity, for careful breeding and judicious mat- 
ings will give the desired resuits. There is 
room for all these new breeds, for, not con- 
tent with what has been accomplished in 
the past, breeders are seeking for one that 
will produce more eggs and a larger amount 
of meat, in the same time, than any we 
now possess, and with the improvements 
being made in what we now have, the strug- 
gie for the front is not confined to any one 
variety. 

The so-called White Plymouth Rocks, 
shown this year, for the first time, at any 
of our agricultural fairs, have been bred in 
several localities, until their merits have 
become established. They are of good 
size and shape, like the Plymouth Rocks, 
from which they originated, and being of 
one color, are more easily bred than the 
mixed colored variety. They are not Ply- 
mouth Rocks and should not be known by 
that mame. It would be far more appro- 
priate to our mind to call them White Javas. 
Originating in Maive, they should be given 
a name worthy the breed, and under that 
name pushed to the front where they be-

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Horse Department. 

No one visiting the New England Fair at 
Bangor, interested in horses, failed to notice 
the great interest in the draft horses, and 
their growing popularity. It was one of 
the signs of the times to see the at- 
tention manifested by visitors in the noble 
representatives of draft rees, both 
from our own State and the Provinces. In 
conversation with their owners we found 
that there is a growing dexand for their 
services, and the breeding of high grades is 
coming to be quite a business. jith no 
wish to ignore or belittle the choice trotting 
stock spread all over our State, we feel 
that more attention must be given to the 





breeding of draft horses, and the demand 
of our home markets met by home pro- 
duction. 


Gradually we are drifting away from the 
oxen, and the fast-walking, strongly built, 
compact bodied, draft horse is to fill the 
bill. To secure these, we must breed from 
the best stock horses, of the larger breeds, 
and these we have had the opportunity to 
examine within the past few weeks. The 
Clydesdale or English Shire horses, have 
great size, well arched ribs, short backs, 
powerful limbs; the shoulders are massive 
and well thrown back, the neck short and 
well arched, knees broad and flat, feet wide 
at heel, deep and firm. Their faces indicate 
great intelligence, the nostrils and mouth 
arge and well-formed. The only difference 
the novice will see in the two breeds is that 
of color, the Clydesdale being gray and 
and English Shire horse, a rich bay or 
brown. In all essentials they are alike. 
They are usually about 164 to 17 hands 
high and at maturity, weigh from 1800 to 
2000 lbs. each. They are clean in limb, 
stylish, light of foot and very strong. 

The French Percheron differs from the 
others, in that their legs are clear of long 
hair, and they are more active in their mo- 
tions. As a class they are docile and gen- 
tle, willing servants, ready to do ceeir 
master’s service. All through our State 
stallions of one of these breeds are being 
kept for service, and only good can come 
from the mingling of their blood with that 
of our brood mares. The one important 
feature in selecting a brood mare to breed 
to one of these heavy horses is that she be 
a fast walker. This is of the highest im- 
portance, for with size and , the 
fast walker adds value which wise 
would be impossible. The service of these 
horses should be in still greater demand 
another year, and our exhibitions — 
filled with representatives from all parts of 
our State.

Typhoid Fever and Small Pox. 

A circular recently issued by the State 
Board of Health deals with the dreaded 
disease, typhoid fever, which usually pre- 
vails throughout the country at this season 
There is a pretty strong con 


typhoid fever is a disease which has but lit- 
tle right to exist in a civilized community. 
The prevention of typhoid fever must rest 
very intimately om a knowledge of its 
cause, or, at least, on an acquaintance with 
the known laws in accordance with which 
that cause operates. ‘The essential cause 
of the disease is generally believed to be a 


the sick, and may be transmitted to the 
well in several ways. The poisonous germ 
is not thrown off through the breath, or in 
the exhalations frum the skin, as is the 
case in some other infectious diseases ; but 
in this disease it is contained in the dis- 
charges from the bowels, and possibly al- 
so in that from the kidneys. Hence the 
proper disposal of the excreta is a matter 
of the first and highest importance. 

Another conclusion, which is generally 
accepted, is that the disease germ, as it 
leaves the body, is not yet in a condition to 
be dangerous, but that, in a short time, 
through a fer tive p 
a dangerous character; 
need of the disposal of all discharges from 
the patient without delay. The fever 
germ may be generated and multiplied 
outside the human body, the favoring con- 
ditions being moisture, warmth and filth. 
Hence the vital necessity of care not to 
plant the dangerous seed in soi) congenial 
toit. Such dangerous localities about our 
homes are ill-kept privies, wat 
cess-pools, drains, and earth which is satu- 
rated with uncleanliness. We usually re- 
ceive typhoid fever in the food we eat and 
the water we drink. Many cases are 
known where milkmen, with fever at their 
own homes, have caused serious outbreaks 
of the disease among their customers, by 
keeping the milk before it was distributed, 
too near the sick, by diluting it with con- 
taminated water, or even by rinsing the 
cans with the impure water. 

But how may this devastating disease be 
prevented? Try and keep the premises 
and their surroundings as pure and clean 
as possible. Of all forms of filth none 
others are so dangerous to our homes as 
that of the “‘hole-in-the-ground” privy, and 
that in and about our sink drains. The 
former should never be tolerated, nor the 
latter, either, in its usual forms. ‘Filth,” 
in its sanitary signification, includes not 
only the grosser forme, but also the less 
tangible and more respectable kinds which 
are too often ignored. The impalpable 
but not inodorous kind in the air of unven- 
tilated bedrooms is disgusting and danger- 
ous; the sewer-air which leaks from faulty 
water-closets or defective drain pipes in 
the homes of the wealthy, consigns many 
to the tomb; the emanations from rotting 
chips, or sawdust, the exhalations from 
decaying vegetables in the cellar,—all 
these may dangerously pollute the air, and 
should be avoided. 

All discharges from the fever patient 
should be received in a vessel containing 
enough of disinfectants to cover them. 
They should be kept thus twenty minutes, 
and then buried in the earth where they 
cannot by any possibility find their way 
into wells, springs, or brooks. They 
should never be allowed to mingle with 
any kind of filth, in a privy or elsewhere. 

The clothing, both of bed and patient, 
should be disinfected by dropping it into a 
tub containing several gallons of disinfec- 
tants, and afterward boiled in this solution. 
After death or recovery, disinfect the room 
with disinfectants. 

As far as concerns the personal hygiene 
of nurses and attendants, it may be said 
that, if the foregoing preventive measures 
are carefully carried out, there is hardly a 
possibility of their taking the disease; in 
fact, under such conditions, cases in which 
the attendants have taken the disease 
from the patient are almost if not quite un-! 
known. Typhoid fever “goes through” 
families because all have been exposed to 
the disease-producing cause; or the first 
eases contaminate the water supply, or 
“seed down” the privy vault and the house 
surroundings with the disease germs. 

Nurses and others in the family should 
eat nothing in the room where the patient 
is, nor anything which has been there. 
The food for the attendants and family 
should be prepared and kept as far from 
the sick room as possible. Thorough 
boiling will kill all disease germs; so, 
while the fever is in the house, it is safer 
to boil all water and milk just before it is 
used. 

The latest circular issued by the board, 
deals with the small pox, a disease which 
is always the result of infection. The pos- 
sibility is, that this may be brought from 
Canada to this State. From the great ben- 
efit it has conferred, it is all-important that 
the preventive measure found ix vaccina- 
tion should be resorted to. This, with 
isolation and disinfection, should go hand 
in hand. Every child should be vaccinated 
in its earliest years, preferably before six 
months of age, and in case of danger of in- 
fection, the vaccination should be done at 
once, no matier how young the child is. 
Vaccination should be done again before 
puberty, and better before ten or twelve 
years of@age. Afterwards vaccination 
should be tried as often as every six or 
seven years, or oftener if the person is 
subjected to probable danger of small-pox 
contagion. Vaccination should be done 
only by competent physicians, and only 
with vaccine virus of undoubted reliability 
and purity, otherwise a sense of security is 
often felt when in fact protection is not 
obtained. 

In case of the presence of small-pox im- 
mediate and careful vaccination should be

She started off a trifle slow, 
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State Fair Grounds. 

Monday we had the pleasure of looking 
over the grounds at Lewiston, where the 
largest State Fair ever held in Maine will be 
in operation before another week. As we 
rode about the grounds it seemed that the 
work was well in hand, though there is still 
much to do before the park is opened to 
the public. The greatest improvement we 
noticed was the removal of the old grand 
stand. What was before a damp, narrow 
passage, back of the cattle pens, is now an 
open space, roomy, pleasant and attractive. 
The borse and cattle men will appreciate 
this change, while the visitors can now 
roam about at will and not be crowded and 
jammed in that narrow thoroughfare. 

On the opposite side of the track is the 
new grand stand, and it is a structure that 
astonishes the lookeron. Five hundred feet 
long, thirty-six feet wide, and a seating ca- 
pacity of over six thousand, with a large, 
high-posted room underneath for exhibi- 
tion purposes ; it enables those interested in 
trotting, to sit in the shade and feel the 
breeze, with their backs to the sun, and wit- 
ness the on the entire park. 
We climbed tv the upper tier of seats and 
rested, while our eyes took in the picture. 
In front is the track, with the raised seats 
in the center for the cattle-men to sit and 
watch the drawing, while across to the 


{east are the long row of cattle pens and 


horse stalls, the grove which will soon be 
alive with tents and camps, and then away 
as far as the eye could reach, the green 
fields, growing crops and neat farm build- 
ings. 

The 70 new stalls just commenced tell of 
increased entries, while the books of the 
Society justify the claim wehave made, 
that this is to be the largest exhibition that 
the State Society has ever held. From 
these we learn that there are 420 entries of 
horses with three purses yet to fill. Of 
these 88 are trotters. 705 entries of cattle, 
431 of sheep, 206 of swine and 300 of poultry. 
Surely with these figures before us, this 
cannot be classed as an agricultural horse 
trot. The entries for the trotting races 
more than pay the purses, so that those in- 
terested in other departments have no 
cause for complaint. 

The Judges’ stand isto be of modern 
architecture, and among the leading feat- 
ures is one perfected by Mr. Hilton, Sup’t 
of the horse department. A board is to be 
hung in front of the stand, with eleven inch 
letters, giving position, numbers, name and 
distance of each heat; while above on an- 
other board is to be given the time. 

In the basement of the grand stand, at 
the lower end, 100 feet of space has been 
set aside for the poultry, and permanent 
tables are being constructed. The regula- 
tion coops will be used. but exhibitors must 
take care of their own stock and furnish 
feed. The remainder of this building is to 
be devoted to agricultural implements, one 
firm having asked for 100 feet, the entire 
width of the building. It is expected that 
outside platforms will be necessary in order 
to show all the farm implements. 

The main building isto be devoted on 
the ground floor to the county exhibits, 
with one wing reserved for the butter and 
cheese, and the dairy implements. A very 
neat and attractive arrangement for exhibit- 
ing the butter and cheese is being perfected, 
which will add much to the value of this 
important feature. We trust we may beable 
to report at least 100 samples of butter from 
the choice dairies scattered all over the 
State. The second story is to be devoted 
to machinery, the New Orleans exhibit and 
the Aroostook and New Sweden display, 
while the third is to be given up to the 
Pomological, Bees, and garden vegetables. 
This will give one some idea of the magni- 
tude of the exhibition, and surely it is to 
be one not only well worth a visit, but also 
one that we cannot afford to stay away 
from. 

Let our farmers come out, and with their 
wives and children examine the choice 
horses and cattle of Maine; the sheep, 
swine and poultry, of which we are justly 
80 proud, and after looking over the mag- 
nificent show of fruits and vegetables, 
spend a good part of the day among the 
dairy implements, house furnishing goods, 
and then out among the labor saving ma- 
chines for the farm. In this way only, can 
these fairs become what they are, or were 
intended to be, educators of the people. 

Stock on the Maine Central will be 
shipped Sunday, as the fair opens Monday 
morning, and there are two races assigned 
for that afternoon. Special trains, which 
stop at the gate of the park, will carry 
passengers at low rates, and we cannot 
afford to stay at home.

Recent Deatus. Hon. Emory A. Storrs, 
the well known advocate, died suddenly of 
paralysis of the heart, at Ottawa, IIl., Fri- 
day night. He had been arguing a case be- 
fore the supreme court, and was taken ill 
on Friday. His age was 50. He was the 
leading advocate at the western bar, and 
one of the ablest lawyers of the country. 
He had been for many years past almost as 
prominent in politics as in his profession. 
A republican of the radical or stalwart type, 
he was conspicuous among the leaders who 
put the vote of Illinois in the Grant col- 
umn in the Chicago convention of 1880, and 
was one of the foremost figures of that 
memorable assemblage. He stumped the 
country the last presidential election. His 
style was epigrammatic, caustic, keen in 
satire, and humorous by turns, and rhetor- 
ical always, and among popular orators he 
stood in the front line.——Benjamin F. 
Packard, a prominent ship builder and ship

The question of speed between the Puri- 
tan and the Genesta is not yet fully settled, 
though in the first successful trial the Yan- 
kee yacht had the best of it. 
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“no race.” When the Boston boat got to 
the buoy, where a stop was made, the 
Genesta was miles astern. There was a 


into the glory of the early evening. 

Another attempt was made on Saturday, 
but the lack of wind again prevented a 
race. Both yachts were in readiness and 
waiting for the signal. But the ‘tug of 
war” came on Monday, when the race was 
over the New York Yacht Club’s course, 
from the Narrows, around Sandy Hook 
lightship, and return, 38 miles. It was ex- 
tremely light weather. Long before half 
past ten in the morning, the upper bay was 
dotted with pleasure crafts, all heading 
for the starting point in the great contest. 
Both the Genesta and Puritan had already 
tripped their anchors and were standing 
out on the starboard tack for mid-channel. 
Handsome indeed did these twin ocean 
gladiators look as they slipped along over 
the almost glassy surface of the bay, woo- 
ing the wind from aloft with their snowy 
white club topsails gleaming in the morn- 
ing sudlight. Mr. Forbes and his muscular 
crew, looked confident and earnest, while 
Sir Richard Sutton, Capt. Carter and his 
white jacketed tars appeared slightly un- 
easy when they saw the light weather. 

A long blast of the whistle at 10 25 on 
the judges’ boat, was the preparatory sig- 
nal. The Genesta and Puritan were lying 
to within 300 yards of the judges’ boat. 
The starting signal was given at 10.30. 
Both yachts came down for the line almost 
together. The Puritan was to the wind- 
ward and crossed first at 10.32.02, with the 
Genesta two seconds later. As the time 
limit was 10.32, both yachts were handi- 
capped, their official time being 10 32. 
Standing across to the Long Island shore, 
they both tacked close under Owl’s Head. 
At 10 37.30, the Genesta ‘‘feeding” a puff 
which struck her just as she filed away on 
the port tack, shot ahead of the Puritan, 
who was to the windward, but the gain was 
only momentary, for when both tacked 15 
minutes later, the Genesta was good five 
hundred yards in the Puritan’s wake. The 
Puritan catchiog a puff of wind passed out 
first, while the Genesta lay almost motion- 
less under the lee of the fort, and when she 
finally got the breeze, the Puritan was 
nearly a mile ahead. Tacking to the west- 
ward, off buoy 14, at 12.08, the Paritan 
fetched to the quarantine anchorage. 

When both went about at 12.32, the Puri- 
tan to port and the Genesta to starboard, 
the former was fully half a mile to wind- 
ward. After five tedious stretches to wind- 
ward, Buoy 10 was weathered and rounded 
as follows: Puritan, 1,16.22; Genesta, 1,19.- 
25. The Puritan passed Buoy 5 at 1 32 and 
started her sheets for the lightship. The 
Genesta passed the buoy at 1.36. Both 
were carrying thesame sail—mainsail, club 
topsail, fore staysail, jib and jib topsail. 

From here tothe outer mark was the 
most exciting part of the contest. Travel- 
ing at a ten-knot rate and heeling till their 
lees were awash, they made a pretty pic- 
ture. Quite a heavy swellcame rolling in 
from the eastward, and soon the wave 
crests were covered with white caps, while 
the immense flotilla of steamers, supple- 
mented every mgment by others from the 
city, chased other at full speed for the 
lightehip to witness the turn, which was 
made by the yachts as follows: Puritan, 
2.14.34; Genesta, 2.19.16. Both were given 
a perfect ovation of applause from steam 
whistles, guns and hundreds of throats as 
they luffed grandly around the mark and 
kept away with sheets squared for the point 
of Sandy Hook. The Puritan held her 
lead well, and both with booms off the 
starboard came to the westward like race 
horses, only to strike acalm streak and g 
head wind ofi the Hook. The Puritan went’ 
about at 2.34 and stood in to the Horseshoe 
for three minutes, when she was able to 
weather buoys 844 and 10. The Genesta 
made the same tacks later, and both round- 
ed buoy 10as follows: Puritan, 3.38.05; 
Genesta, 3.46.05. 

Setting her balloon jib topsail at ence and 
starting her sheet broad off to starboard, 
she soon increased her lead on the Genesta, 
although both had to stem an ebb tide with 
a light air. The Puritan crossed the finish 
line at 4.38.05 amid the wildest enthusiasm, 
the steamers that blocked the channel for a

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the cascades are very béautiful, and the 
whole glen is romantic and striking, not 
easy to imagine or describe. 

Longfellow, in his poem of Hiawatha, 
gives a legend of the origin of the glen. 
Onoko, a great Indian chief, had brought 
his young bride to his wigwam beside 
Lake Aguaclara, and the two were floating

This is the only account of the origin of 
the glen and cascades I have discovered. 

Leaving the Glen station we pursued our 
journey up the Lehigh Valley through 
diversified scenery, to a station called Glen 
Summit, where we were permitted to snatch 
a hasty dinner or lunch at the capacious 
eating room. 

WYOMING VALLEY. 

The Lehigh R. R. proceeds northwester- 
ly, after leaving the upper waters of the 
Lehigh river, following more or less the 
north branch of the Susquehanna. We 
came to the fine city of Wilkesbarre, the 
capital of Luzerne county. The city was 
named for John Wilkes and Col. Isaac 
Barre, two active friends of America in the 
British Parliament during the revolution. 
Wilkesbarre is a very handsome place, 
with a population of about 25,000, has 22 
churches, 7 banks, 6 or 7 newspapers, and 
large manufactories of various kinds of 
iron machinery. It is a coal region, and 
here is the great bed about 20 feet thick, 
exposed to view, called the ‘Mammoth 
Vein.” 

Wilkesbarre is in the famous Wyoming 
Valley, so named from a mountain that 
borders it. Our train moved along nearly 
1000 feet above the valley, on a high ridge. 
The valley is about 25 miles long and 3 
wide. It is remarkable for its fertility, 
and has inexhaustible coal mines. The 
scenery combines great riciness, beauty, 


for a long distance. Here is laid the scene 
of Campbell’s poem of “Gertrude of 
Wyoming,” well known fifty years ago. 


But here is one touch of natural beauty : 


The poem is founded upon a massacre 
which took place in the valley about 100 
years ago. It was a cruel and bloody 
scene, although not so bloody as the early 
accounts represented. The valley had been 
settled by 40 families from Connecticut 
under a title obtained from the Six Nations 
in 1754. A county called Westmoreland 
had been organized, which had over 2000 
inhabitants. When the revolutionary war 
commenced in 1776, the men of the valley 
enlisted freely, and many of them lost their 
lives. For the defence of the valley, ten 
forts were built, of which the principal was 
called Forty Fort, from the number of the 
first settlers. The British had formed an 
alliance with the Indians. In 1778, a force 
of about 700 tories and Indians, commanded 
by Col. John Butler, entered the valley. 
Several forts surrendered. The garrison 
of Forty Fort consisted of about 300, young 





her and making a veritable pandemonium 
with their steam whistles for fully five 
minutes. The Genesta arrived at 4.54.52, 
and was greeted with a similar reception. 

As the yachts passed in by Fort Wards- 
worth, a gun from the fort was fired in a 
salute to each, and when the yachts came 
alongside each other crew, that of the 
Genesta standing at the rail facing the 
Puritan’s crew gave three rousing cheers 
led by Sir Richard Sutton, for the winning 
yacht. Mr. Forbes moving his cap in the 
air, led his crew in three tithes three for the 
Englishmen. So that the Puritan defeated 
the Genesta 16 minutes, 47 seconds actual 
time, or with 28 seconds time allowed the 
cutter by the Puritan, 16 minutes, 19 sec- 
onds corrected time. 

Wednesday was assigned for the next 
trial, and a spirited contest took place. The 
Genesta had the advantage of a minute in 
the start, and led the first half of the race; 
but the Puritan, after turning the buoy, 
passed the Genesta and won the race by a 
half mile.
